Leicester R. Brown, an old time 
resident in and around Ypsilanti, fa- 
ther of Attorney Lee N. Brown, of 


this city, passed away at the age of ii 


91 years at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Flora Royce, at’ Stowe, Ver- 
mont, February 13, and his funeral 
took place at Stowe on Friday, Fep- 
ruary 15, 

He was, the eldest son of N. J. and 
Lydia Brown, was born in Oswego, 
NY.
